BREADING IMPROVE 


How many meats, fish,-or vege- 
tables can you think of that take 
to breading? There’s no end to 
them. Veal cutlets and pork 
chops, shrimp and scallops, egg- 
plant and tomato slices are but a 
few—but such good ones. 

Breading merely means rolling 
the food in fine dry bread crumbs. 
But if the food is a dry one, the 
crumbs don’t stick. So then it 


has to be dipped in-or brushed 
with a beaten mixture of eggs 


mi and liquid (two tablespoons milk 


or water to each egg), then rolled 
Sometimes heavier 
coating is desirable and the food 
is rolled first in crumbs, then in: 
the egg mixture and again in 
crumbs. 

Breaded foods are usually 
browned in hot fat. Breaded to- 
mato slices, for example, are sau- 
teed in margarine or butter. A 
breaded veal cutlet is browned in 
hot fat, then water added and 
braised until tender. On the other 
hand, breaded shrimp are most 
often deep-fat fried, and bananas

Yow can 
buy the packaged enriched yeast-

The $38,000,000 
canal, built for the Government 
by the Corps of Engineers and 
now nearing completion, widens 
to a harbor 6700 feet long and 
750 feet wide at the southern end. 

Granite City Steel will use the 
southern 400 feet of the 600 feet 
to be built under the contract.

HE greatest debate in American history—on war and survival 
-—swept this country and across the world today, gripping the 


minds of millions of people. 
Nations reverses in Korea. 


Letters by the thousands poured 
inte newspaper offices. Sober ed- 
itorials the issues. 
both sides of the Atlantic, and in 
the Orient as well, speeches, state- 
ments and broadcast reaction rose 
like sparks from the central fire. 


The debate was touched off 
four prominent Americans, who 
spoke.at intervals of about a week 
apart, 

They were former President 
Herbert Hoover; John Foster 
Dulles, Republican adviser on for- 
eign policy; Thomas E. Dewey, 
Governor of New York, and Jo- 
seph P. Kennedy, former Ambas- 
sador to Great Britain. 


Each Offers a Plan. 


Each pointed the danger, and 
uttered the warning. Each of- 
fered a plan for survival. 

All four surveyed the resources, 
military, political and economic, 
of the Communist world and the 
western democracies.. All four 
noted advantages and disadvan- 
tages in geography for both sides. 

They agreed on many factors, 
but: the disagreed sharply on 
three questions, which, in fact, 
form the core of the great debate. 
They are: 

1, What is the relative value, 
to the United States, of our 
present allies if war comes? 

2. How much, if any, men 
and money should we continue 
to place in Europe? 

3. Where shall Americans 
look for the hope of survival? 

Qn the first point, this is what 
they said: 

Hoover asserted that Western 
Europe has greater manpower and 
productive capacity today than it 
had in either World War I or II. 
But, he said, “Their minds are 
confused by fears and disunities.” 
American efforts to bring unity 
to them have failed, he said. One 
of his key statements, was: “The 
prime obligation of defense of 
Western Europe rests upon the 
nations of Europe. America can- 
not create their spiritual forces; 


Hoover said: “It is clear the U.N. 
cannot mobilize substantial mili- 
‘tary forces. It is clear continental 
Europe has not in the three years 
of our aid developed that unity 
of purpose and that will power 
necessary for its own defense. It 
is clear that our British friends 
are flirting with appeasement of 
Communist China. It is clear that: 
the United Nations is in a fog of 
debate and indecision whether to 
appease or not to appease.” 

Dulles and Gov. Dewey dis- 
agreed with this summation. 
Neither made direct reference to 
Hoover or his address.

Divergent views, too, came on 
the question of whether more men 
and money should be furnished to 
Western Europe. 

Hoover—“to warrant our fur- 
ther aid they should show they 
have. spiritual strength and unity 
to avail themselves of their own 
resources. But it must be far 
more than paper promises and 
declarations. Today it must ex- 
press itself in organized and 
equipped combat divisions of such 
large numbers as would erect a 
sure dam against the Red fleod. 
And that before we land another 
man or another dollar on their 
shores.” 

Dulles, expanding his theme of 
the value of collective security in 
Europe, said, “Solitary defense is 
never impregnable. ” The western 
world must be in position to deter 
a Russian Roegoores- he said, or ef- 
fectively to counter-attack if it 
comes. “Around the rim of the 
cabtive world, the free world can 
create enough economic and po- 
litical vigor, enough military 
strength and enough will to resist 
so that these areas cannot be 
chiefly conquered.” 

Says Lines Can’t be Held. 

Kennedy—*“It is idle to talk of 
being able to hold the line of 
the Elbe or the line of the Rhine.

For the third time 
that city of many beauties, which dates back to 
the 1400s, has fallen in combat. 

First, it was taken by the North Korean in- 
vaders in July. Then, the U.N. forces won it 
back in September after the Inchon landings. 
Now it becomes a prize of the Chinese Com- 
munists. Undoubtedly those inhabitants who 
were not able to get away will now suffer ‘a 
worse fate than those who fell into the hands 
of the Korean Reds six months ago. 

Americans whose hearts go out to their young 
men in the battle zone also sympathize with 
those unfortunate non-combatants—the aged, 
the women and the children—who bear a heavy 
brunt of the war without being able to partici- 
pate effectively in it. Seoul is a major tragedy 
in this ‘war of aggression.

Will the School Board Yield? 

Chairman Oscar Ehrhardt’s Board of Educa- 
tion Committee on Economic Needs is showing 
more friendliness toward the reform suggestions 
made by‘ the Citizens Advisory Committee, but 
not quite enough.

The best answer to Senator Wherry’s com- . 


plaint that the nation cannot afford a great 
defense effort was given by the President's 
Council of Economic Advisers in its fifth annual 
report.

The news of the Korean retreat of the 
United Nations forces, composed in the 
main of United States forces, has brought 
on an insistence in some quarters in this 
country that we should withdraw our 
troops not only from Korea but from 
everywhere overseas. 

The reality of the peril from Soviet 
Russia is admitted, but the odds are said 
to be so ‘heavily against us that from now 
on we should confine our defense efforts

against the Red flood.” In other words, 
we should not render assistance to West- 
ern Europe until such time as our assist- 
ance would not be needed. On the other 
hand, he would have us help defend Brit- 
ain provided the British will co-operate. 

But defense of Britain.in the face of 
Soviet domination of the continent 20 
miles away would be a military impossi- 
bility in these days of guided atomic mis- 
siles. The reservation of Britain for spe- 
cial favors, therefore, would seem to have 
no meaning. 


War on Our Own Soil? 


In substance the several proposals come 
to the same: evacuate and rally on our 
own shores. It is argued that the best 
place to wage war, if wé must wage it, 
is on our own soil. 

Consider the case of Western Europe. 
With the hostile intentions of Soviet Rus- 
sia an acknowledged fact, is abandonment 
of Western Europe the best policy for 
defense of the United States? I submit 
that it is not. 

In the first place, the suggested aban- 
donment would be a flat ‘repudiation of 
the North Atlantic Defense Treaty. By 
that treaty the United States and ¢ 
and 10 eountries of Western Europe 
pledged their faith to give continuous 
mutual aid and to come to one another's 


assistance in the event of attack against 


any of them. Our Senate ratified the 
treaty in July 1949, by an overwhelming 
vote, Democrats and Republicans con- 


Are we to turn our backs on that treaty? 
Would any people ever again put reliance 
on the pledged word of the United States? 


The Vigor of Europe 


Moscow have yearned for years to seize it. 
If those people and that industrial plant 


should be taken over by the Soviet Union. 


and added to their present strength in men 
and materials, the United States would be 
in a position hopelessly inferior in virtu- 
ally everything it takes to wage war. With 
Western Europe overrun, the fall of Africa 
and the rest of Asia would be a certainty. 
Africa's uranium, apparently the most 
abundant so far discovered, would no 
longer be shipped here to the United 
States. It would go to feed Russian atomic 
energy plants. 

With the rest of the world arrayed 
against us, we could not maintain our- 
selves for long on sea, air or land. Our 
military position. would be desperate. 

In, short, abandonment of Western 
Europe would be nothing but an invitation 
to conquest of our own coun 4 Soviet 
Russia. It would play dire to the 
hands of Stalin, with his plan of divide 
and conquer, with his strategy of knocking 
off his opponents one by one. No wénder 
that Pravda printed the speeches of Mr. 
Hoover and Mr. Kennedy in full.

understandable, though even here we must, 
,in candor,-make the acknowledgment that 
our, own speed in mustering our military 
power has been nothing remarkable so far. 

But a “. forward in the direction 
of com defense of Western Europe 
was recently taken at the Brussels confer- 
ence. Gen. Eisenhower has been appoint- 
ed Supreme Commander of the ed 
Forces in Europe. Mr. Hoover’s speech 
made no mention of these favorable de- 
velopments. 

It gets us nowhere to wring our hands 
and talk of retreating. If the United. 
States, the leader of the free nations, the 
nation least exposed, talks and acts that 
way, who could blame the countries in 
Europe if they should fall away from the 
alliance? 

The key to the situation, I submit, is the 
possession of military strength. We must 
attain it as swiftly as possible, at whatever 
cost. Our long lead in atom bombs, plus 
our power to, deliver them by long-range 
air power, has deterred Soviet Russia from 
attacking. directly so far, but no one can 
say how long the efféct will continue.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 4 (AP)— 
Representative Dolliver (Rep.), 
Iowa, has ealled for a full-dress 
congressional hearing on color 
television. :

A presidential decree, effective 
ixed at current levels the 
prices of basic foods, low and 
medium-priced autos,’ trucks and 
busses, industrial raw materials, 
metals and ores, medicines and 
fertilizers. 

Sources close to the Treasury 
said the Government also soon 
would put almost _ prohibitive 
duties on imports of luxury goods. 
Automobiles, for example, will be 
taxed at 30 to 40 per cent in ad- 
dition to a nominal fixed levy, 
it was said. Mexico recently re- 
laxed sweeping restrictions on 
imports.

From Mr. Woolley you expect—in fact, demand— 
something different. Insults. Mr. Woolley’s waspish 
temper originated in “The Man Who Came To 
Dinner” and has since been embalmed in countless 
movies, magazine articles and radio programs. 
Sooner or later it was bound to be fixed perma- 
nently on a radio program of his own and it has 
been, “The Magnificent Montague” (NBC-KSD 8 
p.m., CST, Fridays).

“THE MAGNIFICENT MONTAGUE” is com- 
posed almost exclusively of insults, padded here 
and there only with enough plot to move Mr. 
Woolley from scene to scene. In radio where 
sweetness and light reign so uninterruptedly, a 
little barbed wit sounds refreshingly candid. Just 
the same, somewhere in the establishment of the 
Woolley personality in the magazines, the movies, 
the stage, there has been a diminution of values, 
a cheapening of standards and a general lowering 
of tone. 

In “The Man Who Came to Dinner,” a nurse had 
the temerity to tell the invalided Woolley that he 
mustn’t eat candy. “My dear woman,” rasped Mr. 
W., “my great Aunt Sarah ate candy every day of 
her life and she lived to be 102 and two days after 
she died she looked better than you do now.” 
Then there was the movie wherein Mr. Woolley, 
dressed as Santa Claus, uttered a monstrous belch. 
A woman gave him an indignant glare. Said 
‘Woolley: “What did you expect, Madam? Chimes?” 


Nothing in “The Great Montague” quite ap- 
roaches the candlepower of these particularly 
right inspirations. On his radio program, quantity 

is substituted for quality. Here is Mr. Woolley on 
the subject of his breakfast. “Gad, what a messy 
sight! Just because the eggs were laid by a Plym- 
outh Rock, must they look like a Pilgrim just 
pulled his foot out of it? . . . This toast is so badly 
burnt, I’m sure I can collect insurance on it...I 
don’t mind strong coffee but I do not like it when 
it comes out of the cup swinging.”

ALL THOSE REMARKS have beads of sweat on 
them as if the writer (Nat Hiken) were not tem- 
* peramentally suited to the art of insult, as if he 
were a gentle soul who loves children, dogs and 
other people’s grandmothers. If this is. true, they 
had better dig up someone more suitable—the 
type of man who steals pennies out of a blind 
man’s cup. 

To get down to some more specific details, Mr. 
Woolley plays the part of an ex-Shakespearean 
actor who has fallen in the social scale to the point 
where he is playing Uncle Goodheart on an after- 
noon radio program. This gives him an opportu- 
nity to insult his maid, his director, writer and 
producer, radio-in general and an occasional dog. 
He does all this with such great exuberance ang 
genuine feeling that even the most mechanical of 
his lines ring with a certain amount of conviction. 
It’s really a pretty funny show, especially when 
Woolley lights into radio which he loathes. 7 


Radio, incidentally, has taken to insulting itself 
with surprising vehemence. The other day on the 
“The Big Show,” Clifton Webb and Tallulah Bank- 
head were having at each other on the subject of 
Noel Coward. 

“Did you tell dear Noel 1 was on the radio?”

NEW YORK, Jan. 4 
IRTUALLY every Christmas 
season a shadow is cast across 
the holiday festivities by news 

of horrible fires in which people 
lose their lives and homes are 
burned to the ground as a direct 
result of faulty wiring on Christ- 
mas tree lights. 

It is safe to say that most of 


the fires would not have happened 


had the electrical wiring borne 
the label of a unique organization, 
the Underwriters’ Laboratories, 
Inc., which devotes its weil- 
equipped laboratories and _ its 
highly trained engineers to the 
prevention of just such tragedies. 

It is a non-profit organization 
whose work is not generally 
known to the public it protects. 
But everyday householders are 
using electrical equipment which 
has been given the ultimate in 
safety ,tests by UL engineers. 
Bank tellers in their cages, chil- 
dren at school and movie-goers 
all have a. better chance to live 
because of.gome earnest men who 
fire bullets through tellers’ win- 
dows, put a wire-glass, steel- 


framed window designed for a 


school through searing gas flames, 
and do their best to short-circuit 
the wiring in motion picture pro- 
jectors. pe 


EANWHILE, other technicians 
M at the laboratories in Chicago 

and San Francisco are tossing 
electric irons onto a cement floor, 
throwing matches into pails of 
gasoline in order to try out a new 
hand fire extinguisher, or, pos- 
sibly, cracking a safe. The UL has 
its own safe-crackers, so expert 
that any safe which can keep them 
out deserves a blue ribbon in ad- 
dition to the small UL-approved 
label it gets. 


That label is highly coveted by 
the more than 6000 private com- 
panies: who voluntarily submit 
their products to’ the UL for test- 
ing. It doesn’t mean much to the 
average man; the UL gets phone 
calls every day from some one 
who has noticed a UL label on 
a television set or a waffle iron 
which has gone awry and is there- 
fore requesting the UL to hurry 
right over and fix things. The 
UL always gives the same polite 
answer: the label is for: safety 
only, not for excellence of per- 
formance. The UL doesn’t care if 
your waffle iron makes poor waf- 


. fles; it is merely concerned that 


it should make waffles without 
burning you to death. 

The tests given any product 
submitted to the UL are extreme, 
and with good reason. From ex- 
perience, the technicians have 
learned to take a low view of the 
probable actions of the average 
person once he gets his hands on 
an electrical appliance. There 
was, for example, the woman who 
was living in Florida when the 


weather suddenly turned very 


cold for Florida. She put an elec- 
tric blanket on the springs of her 
bed, laid down and covered her- 
self snugly with the mattress. 
The blanket, lacking a UL label, 
was not properly insulated. It 
promptly short-circuited through 
the springs and burst into flames. 
The woman died in the flames. 


Because of UL tests, a house- 
wife might go away for as long 
as two weeks, leaving an electric 
iron turned on, and still come 
back to find her house intact. 
That actually happened when a 
forgetful Michigan housewife went 
on a vacation. She found the 
iron, not in the charred remnants 
of her house, but dangling from 
its cord in the basement. It had

Last year, the UL awarded its 
coveted label to. more than 415,- 
000~different products which had 
passed tests as severe as those 
givén to an ordinary electric iron. 
The first thing’'a technician does 
with an iron is leave it turned on 
for.a 500-hour period. ‘Then, he 
drops the red hot iron smack on 
the floor in different ways, so 
that it lands flat, on the point, on 
the sides, and on the heel. Then 
he finds out how much current it 
will take without giving a shock. 
An iron rated for 110 volts, for 
example, gets 900 volts. The UL 


considers the right safety margin 
to be about eight times the offi- 
cial rating. 

But that’s not all. The iron 
cord, meanwhile, is being twisted 
by a machine 10,000 times. If it 
reaches the 10,000 without 
a short circuit, it gets small 
UL label. The machine which 
does the twisting, like most UL 
equipment, was devised. by the 
UL men. Whenever they get a 
new product (and any untested 


product is greeted with a gleeful. 


rubbing of UL hands) for which 
they have no testing equipment 


OF NOT MORE THAN 20 POUNDS. 


and for which none can be de- 
vised without great cost, the man- 
ufacturer of the product pays for 
the new equipment. 

The UL was founded in 1894, 
the offsheot of a visit paid to 


Chicago by a young engineer 


named William Merrill. He had 
been sent to Chicago from Boston 
by a group of insurance companies 
who were getting worried at the 
large number of fires caused by 
the new electric lighting at the 
Columbian Exposition. 
lived at the firehouse and rode 
the truck to all fires. His re- 
ports indicated that advance 
testing, rather than post-fire in- 
vestigation, was the sensible plan. 
The insurance companies agreed 
and told Merrill to set up his 
own laboratory. He did, with $300 
worth of home-made equipment 
and one other researcher.

INCE 1917, the UL has paid its 

way by charging nominal sums 

for testing. They never solicit 
business, though they are glad 
to get it. They feel that each new 
product they get to test means 
increased safety for everyone. 
And they remain non-profit be- 
cause they feel that that’s the only 
way to keep a hard-earned repu- 
tation for impartiality. 

The UL does an enormous 
amount of research on products 
other than. electrical appliances 
because they feel that the~ ef- 
ficiency of a panic door in a movie 
house, for example, is important. 
The engineers are interested in 
all aspects of human safety, elec- 
trical or not, and in holding prop- 
erty damage to a minimum. 

They feel that the roofing ‘on 
your house ought to be as safe 
as possible from burning brands 
should your neighbor’s house 
catch fire. To this end, they will 
test new roofing by laying it over 
pine boards and tossing burning 
brands on it. The flames are 
fanned furiously by gigantic blasts 
from a wind tunnel. For the roof- 
ing to earn the UL label, the 
brands must burn out without 
affecting the pine boards.

gent tests the first time. The 
products which fail—that is, 
what’s left of them—are returned 
to the manufacturer with a letter 
of criticism. 

The UL thoroughness does not 
stop with its testing. It has, in the 
field, inspectors whose business it 
is to go regularly into plants to 
be sure that products which have 
won the UL label continue to de- 
serve the label. Any product 
which doesn’t measure up is 
stripped of its label on the spot. 

You may have no fear of house- 
hold cleaning fluids, but the UL 
engineers have. They know that a 
small amount of gasoline, benzene 
or naphtha vapor released 200 
feet away from an open flame 
will cause an explosion. They 
know that people leaving home to 
go on a vacation are likely to 
be thrifty about shutting off the 
refrigerator before they leave. 
But what the average person 
doesn’t know—and the UL does— 
is that when the family comes 
home and turns on the refrigera- 
tor again, there may be a fire. An 
old motor can become overheated 
with the strain of sudden, steady 
effort. 

The UL engineers get white 
hair just from thinking that every 
American home wired for elec- 
tricity has at least twenty elec- 
trical appliances. 


“We know we can’t wipe out, 


human carelessness,” says Curtis 
Welborn, president of the Under- 
writers’ Laboratories. “So we're 
trying to make safety a part of - 
every device which people use.”
